Dot thia wa* one of tha least of the 
diRiculties which oppoaed thamatltaa to 
Governor Grey's auceeaatnl admiaatratBoii 
of the affairs of the colony. The fioeaaawl

called, was fraoght with evil, mod dtfi^tf. 
The stores aupplied to lha veriaaas Jan 
pnrtmcnta were aupplied kj 
on mere orders, without any 
requisition approved by auperior 
the aroounts in like manner 
wtthoul reference to the Auditor-General, 
and tha whole ol the Govern inent disburse- 
me nt9 were made without any Appropri- 
ation Ac>, or other usual check.

Another, and as Governor Grey observes, 
one of I he most serious difficulties which 
he had to contend with, was the ay atom 
whioh had, uu the time of his arrival," bean 
pursued by the Government towards tha 
immigrants.

The despatch goes 
on to state, thai extensive reductions were 
being made in tha government establish- 
ments, and that Governor Grey had de- 
clined to draw upon the Treasury to meet 
outstanding etaimv, concluding with a hone 
tha* at the end o/ the neit quarter, the 
revenue srtwld have ceased to decrease, and 
that than would be realised sufficient sums 
la carry on the government.

Governor Grey in hia despatch 
ohaervea, that he had never shrank from 
the many difficulties he liad to con lend 
with, but lhal the protracted delay in Ihe 
settlement of the affairs of the' colony 
pressed so heavily and continnally upon 
him, that both his health and spirits were 
becoming broken. In October, 1842, 
Lord Stanley's deipatch of March, 1842, 
in which we' before observed ihe drsfla by 
Governor firey, on account of oolstanding 
claims were made subject of censure, 
reached Governor Grey, and of course
